There were forty-eight bids, 
about one-half being for the first hun- 
dred miles west of the Missouri. These 
ranged from about $4000 to $5000 per 
mile.

behind. But the town of Tuscarora is 
not a dismaf place by any means. 
Quite the contrary. It is very lively 
here just now and all the indications 


point to a very prosperous winter. 
THE TOWN 
is built on a bench of the Rock Creek 
range of mountains about 200 feet 
above Independence valley and 7200 
above the level of the sea. It is a 
large, straggling town, composed of all 


or a dug-out to handsome brick and 
stone stores and dwellings. Adobe 


has been used to a great extent as a 
building material, as it can be obtain- 
ed close at hand and is much cheaper 
than lumber, which, in this market, 
sells at from $40 to $50 per thousand 
feet. There are three different sec- 
tiens of the town, one being built 
around the Grand Prize and Argenta 
mines and called Linkton, another, 
Tuscarora proper, lies over a divide to 
the west, and still further to the west 
is quite a little town built around the 
Navajo and Hornet. 
THE MINES 
are scattered over a large area and 
hoisting works can be seen in all di- 
rections. The names of the principal 
enes are the Grand Prize, Argenta, 
Navajo, Independence, De Frees, Silver 
Prize, Hornet, Young America, Rev- 
enue, Grand Central, Pawnee and 
Belle Isle. There are hundreds of 
claims which give great promise of 
future wealth, but which have ngt 
come prominently before the public 
as yet. The mines abovg named all 
have good hoisting works and there 
are several other shafts worked with 
machinery, but which can not be call- 
ed prominent yetby anymeans. There 
are but three mills here, aggregating 
forty stamps. Of these the largest 
(20 stamps) belongs to, and is being 
run by, the Grand Prize Co. It is 
a good mill, well fitted up and works 
about 20 tons of ore perday. The In- 
dependence mill of ten stamps belongs, 
as the name will sbow, to the Inde- 
pendence company and is now running 
on ore frem the Navajo mine. It is 
a good solid mill and works ore at the 
rate of 11 tons per day. It is under- 
stood here that the Argenta Co. has 
leased this mill and will take posses- 
sion on the Ist of January, and will 
start up on Argenta ore. As this com- 
pany has a great deal of very rich ore 
on the dumps and in sight in themine 
it is likely that the bullien shipments 
will be very materially increased. The 
third mill is situated in a canyon on 
the other side of the valley about 5 
miles from town. It is a 10 stamp 
mill and belongs to the De Frees com- 
pany, and at present is running on 
chloride ore from the Grand Prize 
mine. This mill is run by water 
power, and the saving in power more 
than pays the expenses of hauling the 
rock such a distance. There is some 
talk of a forty stamp mill being erect 
ed here soon, and certainly if such h 
the case, it will be a good thing botk 
for the town and for the owners. Lacp 
of mill facilities 1s doing more to keed 
back the camp than anythiug else, and 
if some capitalist or company would 
put his or their money into a gool 
mill, great would be the returns. 18 
will not try the patience of yeur read- 
ers further now, but will write again 
GIROFLA.

Sierra valley, Quincy and the Plumas 
Eureka mines, on the north, and Ta- 
hoe on the south, look to-Truckee for 
rovisions and supplies. The town 
a and must always continue to be 
the entrepot of the entire summit 
land. The extensixe tourist travel to 
Tahoe, Donner, Webber and Indepen- 
dence lakes passes through Truckee. 
An ice trade of fabulous magnitude 
is supplied from the pure, clear water 
of the river. Its grazing products are 
rich and inexhaustible. One hun- 
dred and twenty thousand sheep, and 
vast herds of cattle are pastured in its 
immediate vicinity. After all is said, 
the lumber business is the foundation 
and principal source of Truckee’s 
wealth. Virgin forests of magnificent 
timber extend in every direction. 
The supply will meet all demands for 
thirty years to come. The most im- 
portant mills are those belonging to 
the Truckee Lumber Co., Richardson 
Bros., Schaifer, Ellen, Lonkey & 
Smith, Martin & Leach, Kneeland, 
Boca Mill & Ice Co., and the Clinton 
mills of the Pacific Wood & Lumber 
Co. Nearly all these mills are first- 
class, in al! respects, and have capa- 
cities ranging frem thirty to seventy, 
thousand feet of lumber per day. 
The Truckee wood business is of enor- 
meus proportions. One firm, Sisson, 
Wallace & Co. have contracts to fur- 
nish ten thousand ¢ords annually dur- 
ing the next ten years. A water 
power, second te none in America, is 
furnished by the Truckee river, and 
this in time will be utilized. Beauti- 
ful trout abound in the river, and in 
all the surrounding lakes, and quail, 
use aud deer are quite plentiful.
